The Memory of Earl Li. 


‘The memorial temple er cted in honour 
of Li Hung-chang was dedicated on the sth 
inst., his tablet and those of two others— 
iu Chwang Su Kung, and the late Trea- 
surer Pan, father of the present Acting 
‘Taotai here, being carried into the temple 
on that day. 

The tablets of Liu and Pan who are 
rogarded as Li's assuciates, are put on either 
side of Li's. In taking these tablets from 
the Kianguan Guild-honse, a procession was 
formed in which all officials took pa 
First came boards bearing the vilicial ran 
of the deceased, then came soldiers and 
a band of foreign military music, followed 
by ollicials and merchants—all ‘on foot— 
while finally came three pavilions. earryin

Governor and his subordinates bwved down 
to them and offered tea and flowers, At 
the sane time an essay was read, while the 
officials were performing the ceremony of 
prostration, the essay being somewhat in 
the nature of a prayer. After all was over 
the officials of high rank had a feast in the 
temple, while the minor officials took tea.

One cannot blame them for turning 
their coats and wearing the usual black 
Chinese hat. 

‘The European Inspector 

of the Hankow and Hsian mail route 
passed through here some week or so 
since, and had some experiences en route 
which were most annoying and might 
have been serious. He will doubtless tell 
his own story when his trip is completed. 


























Repairing River Ban 

‘The villagers have during the past 
month or so been busy repairing the river 
banks, as well as the inner banks which 
are made to secure their village homes 
from floods which frequently arise through 
‘the bursting of the river bauks. The 
driving of piles, by the stone mallet 
fastened by rope= and raised and dropped 
by some dozen coolies to the music of a 
gong and their own singing. is slow but 
ffective. Stones and earth are then 
filled in in large quantities and together 
form a protection azainst the freshets 
which frequently come down the Han 
River. 


Small Game. 

Wild cats, Is, badgers, and hares 
are common in this district. ‘The skins 
are sent to Hankow. Rats are of course 
lentiful. It is the only district’ where 

have seen rat skins preserved to make 
skin collars of. We are also. in- 
fested with a large black bird of 
the crow type. They are plentiful 
shrewd, and not over honest, swooping 
down on anything that is edible and casy 
of transit. One of these fellows dropped 
somebody's pork in our yard the other 
day ; he or another removed it. A neigh- 
hour had put out a large tray of fish to 
dry in the sun and retired. Several of

Dedication at the British Legation. 


Owing to the various annual meetings

Through the activity of Dr. Ingram 
contribution was taken with this object 
in view and a sum sufficieut for the 
purchase of a lectern in England was 
secured. The service was bere at noon. 
A programme appropriate to the occasion 
rs prepared rath Rev. F. L. Norris, 
chaplain at the Legation. The adére 3 of 
presentation was made by the United 
States Minister, the Hon. E.H. Conger. 
He referred fee ly to the difference 
between the appearance of the chapel now 
and its appearance during the hot uncom 
fortable days in the summer month: of 
1900. Peking was the poit of obse1 
tion for the eyes of all mankind. The 
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| British Legation w: 
| hospitably to those 
driven out of their own homes and all 
worked harmoniously for the common 
| protection. By the grace of Almighty 
God, we were mercifully preserved and 
this Iectern is a fitting remembrance of 
gratitude. Mr. Cockburn, in the absence 
of his superiors in the Legation, made a 
fitting reply, with one or two touches of 
quict humour. He did not sce the evid- 
ences of “domesticity” which were so 
apparent in 1900. He suggested that if 
the Americans were driven at some future 
date to find refvge in the chapel of the 
British Legation they would be, as 
it were, under the ais of their own 
national emblem. He gave high praise to 
the Americans for their organising ability 
and help whch they rende 
Neve. He accepted the present inthe 
name of the Legation and hoped the 
beantiful lectern would long remain, not 
only for its proper utility in religious 
service, but also as an ¢vidence of the 
friondly relations which grew up under 
such disadvantageous circumstances.

translated below speaks for itself and 
needs no explanation. 

“Owing to the receipt of most urgent 
news from the Tibetan frontiers your 
Majesty's servant at once summoned be- 
fore him the Tibetan Councillors of State 
(or “Kablon,” of whom there ave four 
who transact the secular affairs of Tibet 
Translator), and addressed words of ex- 
hortation to them saying “hat the presence 
of Britishers aecompanied by troops with- 
in the Tibetan frontiers was a matter 
threatening danger to the country and 
entirely dite to the conduct of the 
‘Tibetans last year when they put obstacles 
in the way of Chinese official in regard 
to the supply of ponics and coolies, 
thereby throwing away the chance of 
making friendly arrangements with the 
British officials. ‘The memorialist further 
informed the sid Councillors of State 
that if it turned out in the end 
that British officials were preparing 
for a long expedition in order to 
ponetrate right into the heart of 
tho country, he would certainly go 
in person to the Tibetan frontier and 
his best to persuade the British 
officials to abstain from it, and at, the 
same tine mark out the boundaries of our 
respeetive territories. On the other hand. 
the Tibetans were warned not to act it 
the way they had hitherto been obstinately 
accustomed to do. Should, however, the 
Mritish refuse to listen to the words of 
exhortation and persist in their intention 
to enter Tibet, the said Councillors of 
Stato should not seek to obstruct the 
progress of the British hy force of arms, 
hut continue to reason peaceably with the 
invaders and so obviate the danger of a 
resort to arms and the breaking of peace- 
ful relations. If the Tibetans were willing 
to listen to the advice given them there 
would still he a possibility to settle the 
matter in a friendly manner. Should, 
however, theso Councillors of State listen 
to the words of the Dalai Lama and other 
heads of their religion, and start fi 
ng the British expedition and bring 
ahout actual hostilities, the danger to the 
country resulting from suel 
action will he greater than 
ire. Tndecd, in such a state of affairs, 
even if the memorialist were to attempt 
to restore peace between the helligerents 
1 his efforts would surely be futile. The 
niemorialist finally exhorted them to be 
most careful this time and not endanger 
the country by acting foolishly again. “In 
conclusion, the memorialist observed that 
during his exhortation, althouzh the 
Tihetan officials put on, outwardly, every 
semblance of respectfully listening, to his 
words, yet the obstinacy, ignorance, and 
recklessness of the Tibetans are zo well 
Known that he cannot guarantee their 
obedience to his exhortations should 
thing untoward happen. He, however,

The learned Judge said there 
that he found that tho custom proved was 
that brokers were liable, but not to the 
exclusion of principals, ‘and that under 
that custom the plaintiffs were entitled 
to judgment. With regard to 10 shares 
in Faraham’s he did not quito know what 
the defence was if it was not that the de- 
fendant’ was only a broker. The rest of 
the defence with regard to Langkats was 
that his client instructed the defendant 
to sell these shares, but this his client 
deined. 

His Lordship asked if in the case of 
Toeg and Barif against Graham, Ander- 
son-and Co. the principal was not also 
sued. 

Mr. Macleod replied in the negative. 

His Lordship said that he did not see 
how a broker could be held responsible and 
not a principal. The judguent of Mr. 
Justice Wilkinson went to show that the 
broker was liable if the principal could 
wot be sued. 

‘Mr. Macleod said that the point of that 
case was that the plaintifis pleaded that 
the brokers only w ble, but that 
would not do because the learned Judge 
was not going to hear such a case. 

In reply to Mr. Macleod, his Lordship 
eaid one person aight be liable as 
principal and one as guarantor. 

Mr. Macleod said that in this ca: 
wero entitled to sue either. 

His Lordship, in reference to the case 
decided by Mr. Justice Wilkinson, thought 
that if satisfaction could not be obtained 
from the principal it could be got from 
the agent. . As far as he remembered it 
was decided that if oue could not got 
satisfaction from his principal he got it 
from his broker. That was the custom. 

Mr. Macicod said that there were other 
cases where an agent signed for an un 
disclosed principal. It was not especially 
pleaded in the petition. 

His Lordship said that Mr. Macleod 
would be allowed to amend his pleadings 
on this point, and Mr. Jones could have 
such adjournment as he asked for. 

Mr. Macleod replied that he thought 
he could amend it by bringing it in as a 
custom.

His Lordship said that the contract 
showed that Mr. Graham bought these 
shares as a broker, and so he did not think 
it was safe to leave it that he sold them 
merely as principal.

His Lordship answered that proving a 
custom was a very difficult thing. People 
on one side could say it. was a custom, and 
people on the other side could say it’ was 
not a custom. He thought the sugues- 
tion of Mr. Jones to separate the facts 
from the law a good one. 

The evidence in the case was afterwards 
taken. 

Liu Pao-sun, the plaintiff in the action, 
a.compradore in the office of Messrs. Mandi 
and Co. stated that he remembered 
buying 10 shares in Farnham, Boyd and 
Co. In January, 1903, ho asked Mr. An- 
derson to buy 10 shares for him. He did 
not know at that time that Messrs. Gra- 
ham and Anderson had dissolved partner- 
ship. At the February settlement, Mr. 
Anderson handed the’ shares personally 
to Mr. Graham, who did not pay witness 
for them. With regard to the tran- 
ssction no purchase money was ever 
paid to him. The shares did not pass 
through his hands. He bought the shares 
at Tis. 185 and sold them at Tis. 205. 
Mr, Anderson said that as he witness was 
him money he would be eredited 
with the amount. The difference was Tis. 
200, which ho should have received. By 
right he should have paid him Ts. 17, 
which he had received. Mr. Anderson 
should have credited him with Tis. 130, 
deducting brokerage. On the 26th Jan- 
uary he went to Wuhu, and remained 
there about a week. He heard there that 
Messrs. Graham and Anderson had filed a 
petition against him in the Mixed Court. 
‘and came back here at once. On tho 4th 
February he settled up all accounts with 
Mr. Anderson. The transaction over 
which the action was brought in the Mixed 
Court was discussed at this meeting be: 
tween them. He thought that the matter 
was settled, and went away to Nanking 
Upon his return he found that an action 
was pending against him in the Mixed 
Court. On the 26th February he handed 
back the contract notes to Mr. Graham. 
On the following morning Mr. Graham 
came to the office of Mandl and Co. and 
said that witness had authorised him to 
sell these shares. At the ed Court on 
the previous afternoon, Mr. Graham said 
nothing about witness having told him to 
sell these shares. The next day witness 
called at Stokes and Platt's Office, and 
requested Mr. Macleod to write to Mr. 
Graham. He had never told Mr. Graham 
to sell these shares, nor given him any 
authority to sell. When the March settle. 
ment came the market price of the share= 
was Tis. 380. He bonght shares at that 
price. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Jones—At one 
time he had an office in Tientsin Road. 
and it was closed on the 30th September. 
because he was thinking of leaving Sha 
hai. His brother had been appointed 
Taotai in Wuhu, and telegraphed for him. 
At that time he had a great many out: 
standing contract not His office was 
in Kiangse Road, and there was a not! 
on the door asking foreigners not to go 
through the office. The notice stated that 
only Chinese were allowed through that 
door. When his brokers wished to com: 
municate with him they passed frst 
thronzh the office occupied by the foreig 
ers before coming into his office. He did 
not send messages by the watchman, but 
sometimes the “watchman informed. hi 
that foreigners wished to <peak to hi 
Brokers would come round and tell hi 
the market price of shares, and avk him 
whether he wanted to buy or sell. He 
told them what his wishes were, and then 























































































the broker receiving the order would carry 
it out. He then settled with the broker 
and received the contract note of the 
shares, either purchased or sold. The salo 
of the ten shares to Mr. Graham in No- 
vember for delivery in February was con- 
ducted in this way. For the purchase of 
the ten shares through Mr. Anderson he 
had never recived an account, becauso 
Mr. Anderson had sued him. ’ He had 
never asked Mr. Anderson for an account 
of the shares. He received the accounts 
for the March settlement from Mr. Gra- 
ham, and instructed Stokes and Platt to 
return them. Ho received an account of 
the January settlement from Mr. Ander- 
son, but not for the March settlement. 

The Court adjourned until the after- 
noon. 

Upon the Court reassombling, Mr. 
Jones contined his cross-oxamination of 
the plaintiff. Witness said he did not 
remember the date of the last contract 
he had with Messrs. Graham and Ander. 
son. He became aware of this matter 
after he was sued in the Mixed Court. 
He did not remember a contract being 
signed after October. He had books which 
showed from whom he bought and to 
whom he sold shares. Theso bovks show- 
ed the name of the broker concerned and 
could be produced. Ho did not notice at 
the time any difference between the con- 
tract paper for the Farnham Boyd shares 
and that he had in October, but he sur 
it afterward when ho was ‘sued in tho 
Mixed Court. It was not. pointed out 
to him by any-one. Defendant was per- 
sonally his (plaintiff's) friend until ‘the 
Mixed Court proceedings. Witness had 
contracts for Farnham Boyd shares with 
Mr. Graham deliverable in April. He 
sold those about December of last year. 
Mr. Graham gave him tho contracts and 
he signed them and then gave them back. 

Mr. Jones remarked that this contract 
did not come into the case but ho re- 
ferred to it to show tho plaintifi’s practico 
in business. It bad bearing becauso 
plaintiff was objecting that he had never 
confirmed such contracts before. 

His Lordship—What you are showing 
is that although he did not confirm his 
contracts, when tho time camo ho was 
honourable enough to carry thom out. 

Mr. Jones—Ho waited to see how the 
market went and if it was favourable to 
him he carried his contracts out. 

Mr. Macleod raised no objection to the 
particular question asked but objected 
generally to past contracts being gone 
into. 

Plaintiff, in further cross-examination, 
said he could not remombor exactly when 
he gave back the April contract to Mr. 
Graham. He could not identify a letter 
sent by Messrs. Stokes and Platt. pur- 
porting to act on his behalf to Mr. 
Graham in respect to the keoping of a 
contract in his possession for  soveral 
weeks. 

Mr. Macleod said plaintiff probably mis- 
understood the matter as ho must be 
thoronghly aware of the letter. 














is Lordship was quite prepared to 
bolieve that plaintiff kept somo of his con. 
tracts for weeks while others he retwrned 
at once. It was a common practice with 
men of his kind togut such papers in a 
drawer and forget ‘them.

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Plaintiff said he had not given any 
other broker a discretionary power to buy 
and sell for him, for more than a day at 
a time, except once when he was absent 
for about a week at Wulu and gave such 
discrction to Mr. Moosa. He gave Mr. 
Moosa such powers in writing, but he w: 
to be informed by telegraph if any bus 
ness was done. ‘There had been some 
trouble since between plaintiff and Mr. 
Moosa. When Mr. Graham told him he 
had sold the Langkat shares plaintiff said 
ho had not authorised him (defendant) 
to sell, and he had no Langkats to dis- 
poso of. He had himself sold Langkats 
in tho meantimo to several persons. He 
could not remember whether he had only 
ono contract or more in regard to such 
sales. Ho sold the 55 .angkats doliver- 
able to him by Mr. Graham at the March 
settlement to Mr. Evans and Mr. Toes. 
Altogether he sold more than 55 Lang- 
kats during March. 

By His Lordship—At the March sottle- 
ment he owed some Langkat shares, but 
there was an equal number owing to him 
and ho balanced exactly. Ho had some 
troublo in sottling up shares with Kiang 
Tang-ting at the end of March.

He was to buy 50 Langkats and 
Sell 200 Indo-Chinas. Mr. Moosa bought 
the 60 Langkats and telegraphed to plain- 
tiff that he had done so. 

Mr. Macleod intimated that this con- 
cluded his case unless anything arose out 
of the plaintiff's books to be produced 
later. It had beon agreed by both sides 
to accopt a statement to be obtained 
from tho Seerotary of the Brokers’ Asso- 
ciation os to the-price of Langkats in 
March. sore 

‘Mr, Jones, opening the defence, said his 
case with respect to the fnets with rogard 
to the ten Farnham-Boydl shares was very 
simple, Mr. Liu instructed Mr. Andersen, 
who was not, however, Mr. Graham's 
partner, to the’ knowledge of Mr. Liu, to 
oliver ‘these ten Farnham-Boyd shares to 
Mr. Graham and to reeeive payment for 
them, Mr. Graham would tell the 
Court that Mr. Anderson came to 
him and told him these were Liu’s instrue:

‘Mr. A. S. P. White-Cooper appeared for 
the plaintif’; Mr. H.C. Brushfield for the 
defendant. ‘Mr. F. Ellis held a watching 
brief for creditors of a bankrupt, of whose 
estate plaintiff is trustee. 

‘The Petition of the above named plain- 
tiff shows as follows :— 


1.—The plaintiff is the trustee in Bank- 
ruptey of the property of John Pender 
Wake trading as a merchant at Chefoo 
in the Empire of China under the style 
of Fergusson and Company and is a Bri- 
tish subject. ‘The defendant is the widow 
and sole exccutrix and sole beneficiary 
under the will of the late Thomas T. 
Forgusson deceased a British subject. 

2.—From the year 1861 to the Ist Jan- 
nary 1889 the said Thomas T. Fagusson 
carried on business alone at Chefoo under 
the said style or firm of Fergusson & Co. 

3.—By an agreement in writing made 
between the said Thomas T. Fergusson and 
John Pender Wako and dated the 16th 
of January 1889, it was amongst other 
things provided that the said John Pen- 
der Wako should become a partner- 
in the said firm of Fergusson and Co. 
for a term of ten years with the right of 
succession and carrying on with the name 
of the firm after the decease of the said 
Thomas T. Fergusson. At the date of 
the said agreement tho said firm was 
largely indebted to various ereditors 
ind it was accordingly by the said 
reement also provided that until 
the debts of the old firm were 
liquidated the said John Pender W: 
should be a salaried partner only and 
should not be responsible for the debts 
of Fergusson and Co. incurred before 
the commencement of tho partership con- 
stituted by the said agrocment. It 
was by the said agreement further pro: 
vided ‘that so soon as the debts of the 
old firm wero paid off the said John 
Pender Wako should if the state of the 
business allowed pay to the said Thomas 
T. Fergusson or his heirs and assigns a

elsewhere passed to the defendant. 

6.—Aiter the death of the said Thomas
